Dairying Conditions in Alaska 
By THOMAS J. OWENS 








Editor’s Note:— 

The following paper was delivered at the meeting of the Na- 
tional Milk Producers’ Association held during the 1922 Dairy 
Show. The author, Mr. Thos. J. Owens, is well known as a 
successful breeder of Holsteins at Kirkland, Wash. He also 
has extensive dairy interests in Alaska, and has first-hand 
knowledge of the subject discussed. 


territory of Alaska, you are asking me to cover those 

conditions over a land area of five hundred and ninety 
thousand eight hundred and eighty-four square miles. 
Many, many miles of which have never been visited by 
man. This great span of land is one-fifth the size of the 
whole United States, and has a population of approxi- 
mately 57,000 people. The most of the inhabitants live 
along the coast, which is composed of hundreds of water- 
ways, passages and small islands, where tney are em- 
ployed in fishing or canneries, whilst those further inland 
are employed in mining, prospecting, and various other 
lines of industry which one finds in cities where several 
thousand people reside. 


A great many people have taken up farming and dairy- 
ing, both of which are in the pioneer stage at present. 
Scattered through the various towns, cities and settle- 
ments, are found herds of dairy cattle, some of which are 
fairly large. The total number of dairy cows in Alaska, 
according to Goverment Report, is approximately 1100, or 
about one cow to every 56 persons. It is safe to estimate 
that about 85% of the dairy products consumed in this 
territory is shipped in from the United States. There is 
no good reason why this 85% could not be produced there, 
for although climatic conditions do not vary a good deal in 
some sections, from that of Minnesota or other northern 
states, the fact is that up to the present very little en- 
couragement has been offered to the prospect've settler 
who would engage in dairying or other lines of farming. 


The U. S. Department of Agriculture maintains five 
experiment stations, at each of these points, Sitka, 
Kodiak, Rampart, Fairbanks and Matanuska, in charge of 
Professor C. C. Georgeson, under the direction of the 
States Relations Service. These stations have given 
assistance to numerous settlers who have devoted con- 
mle time to diversified farming on a small scale. 
ned have taken up the work of introducing different 
the 8 of farm animals, including dairy cattle, with which 

y have spent considerable time in an effort to develop

progress was made in this experiment, and a number of 
calves have been dropped, a small number of which were 
heifers. This retards development of the breed, but the 
indications are that the experiment will be a success. A 
cross-bred calf has short, slick hair, in contrast with the 
rather strong, fuzzy hair of the purebred Galloway. They 
are rangy in body—a characteristic which has been in- 
herited from the dairy type of the Holsteins. Most of the 
calves are black with white spots. It is too soon to pre- 
dict the characteristics that the prospective breed will 
possess. 

This station, which consists of 133 acres, is located on 
an island and is in charge of Mr. W. J. White. The 
weather conditions here in the winter of 1920, according 
to the report, reads:— The winter of 1920 was an un- 
usually mild one at this station until February 19th; from 
that date until April 10th snow alternated with rain; cold 
snaps with quick thaws; the last of April and first fifteen 
days of May were mild and sunshiny. This favorable 
weather led to an early planting of gardens and small 
crops. Not only at the station but over the village of 
Kodiak. Then followed sixty days of cool, cloudy weather, 
which necessitated the re-planting of many gardens, be- 
cause the seed, roots and tubers were either stunted or 
decayed in the ground. About a normal amount of rain 
fell during the two months. Cloudy, but warmer weather 
continued until August 20th, and precipitation, above nor- 
mal, was experienced until October. The last fifteen days 
of September were especially marked because of the 
severity of the Northeast blow, and continued heavy rain- 
fall. Whilst this was termed an unusually mild season 
there has not been recorded any winter in this section 
that would materially affect the production of dairy pro- 
ducts. 

The greatest effort is made at the stations to produce 
grains and grasses for fodder, hay and silage. Of course 
when it is a proven fact that those feeds can be produced 
on the land it iS expected that many people will put in 
dairy herds. 

In the city of Juneau, with a population of 3,100, is es- 
tablished one of the most modern dairy plants in Alaska. 
The plant is a two-story brick building and equipped to 
handle all the requirements of a city of this size. This 
plant also supplies the city of Douglas which lies across 
a narrow stream of water, which is crossed by means of 
a ferry boat. The milk supply of this plant is produced on 
a farm of 160 acres, about three miles from the city, which 
is owned and operated by this company, who maintain a 
herd of 130 grade cows of mixed breeding. This farm is 
equipped with a modern barn, 200x26 feet. About ninety 
acres are cleared and in pasture. The herd is kept on this 
farm about eight months each year, and at the approach 
of winter they are transferred to another barn located

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The Past, Present and Future of O. K. L.

letters “O. K. L.” stand for Ormsby Korndvike L2d. 

one of the breed’s great sires, who is well known as 
the first s‘re to have two 30,000-lb. daughters, and the 
first with fifteen 1000-lb. daughters. Also that he is the 
only sire of whom both these statements can be made. It 
is not so generally known perhaps that but for chance, 
Ormsby Korndyke Lad might have died unrecognized and 
unknown. 


The life of this great bull divides itself into three dis- 
tinct phases, which may be referred to as the past, the 
present and the future. The past represents that period 
from his birth to the year 1917, when as a seven-year-old 
bull, the marvelous production of his daughters was first 
uncovered. The present represents the five years follow- 
ing, during which his daughters made a showing on long 
test which is in many respects unequaled by that of 
any other sire. The third phase of his life includes the 
immediate present and future, for although he himself is 
dead, there is another important chapter yet to be written. 


Ormsby Korndyke Lad was born January 3, 1910 on 
the farm of Harry B. Davis at Chester, N. Y. His dam, 
Polly Posch, at that freshening as a junior four-year-old, 
made a 23-lb. record from 588 lbs. milk. His sire, King 
Korndyke Hengerveld Ormsby, at that time had no tested 
daughters. His sire’s dam, Pietertje Maid Ormsby, was 
then comparatively unknown, although she had a junior 
three-year-old record of over 26 lbs. butter from 500 Ibs. 
milk, cne of the highest ever made up to that time. Be- 
cause there was nothing really outstanding in his pedigree 
at that time, young Ormsby Korndyke Lad was overlooked 
by Mr. Davis as a potential herd sire and he passed sev- 
eral years of service in the herd of Ezra Holbert of Lake, 
N. Y., who made no attempt to develop his daughters, 
but sold them to farmers and dealers all over the country. 
A little later in Mr. Davis’ herd, Polly Posch, dam of 
Ormsby Korndyke Lad, made a 28-lb. record from 723 
lbs. milk and the following year came back with 34 lbs. 
butter from 700 lbs. milk. Meanwhile, Pietertje Maid 
Ormsby, the sire’s dam, was making her 35-lb. record and 
breaking the world’s 30-day record with over 145 Ibs. 
The first daughters of King Korndyke Hengerveld Ormsby,

the sire, were tested and made records up to 18 lbs. as year- 
lings. These facts, together with the bull’s own individ- 
uality and that of many of his immediate, ancestors 
brought him to the attention of Julius Schmid, a New 
York City business man, who was building up a Holstein 
herd on his farm at Montgomery, N. Y., now well known 
as Beaver Dam Stock Farm. Mr. Schmid consequently 
purchased an interest in Ormsby Korndyke Lad, the 
other owner being Mr. Davis, the bull’s breeder. Upon 
further consideration, however, it seemed to the new 
owners of Ormsby Korndyke Lad that the lines of breed 
ing back of him were hardly popular enough, so he was 
side-tracked in favor of a number of other bulls, and thus 
several more years of his life were wasted. 

His first daughters were tested in 1914 by Harry Davis, 
who repurchased a few of his oldest crop, the first three 
to be tested making two-year-old records of 19, 17, and 
14 lbs. The next year several more made creditable 
records up to 25 lbs. at four years. 

In 1917, Mr. Schmidt acquired by purchase a few of 
the older daughters of this sire and it was not until he 
had run them on test that he realized the value of his 
sire. The few that were tested included a 32-Ib. four 
year-old with 133 Ibs. in 30 days, a 29-Ib. four-year-old with 
119 Ibs. in 30 days, a 22-Ib. two-year-old with 89 Ibs. i 
30 days and a 21-lb. two-year-old with almost 87 lbs. 10 
30 days. Perhaps it was these splendid 30-day records 
that persuaded Mr. Schmid to try the experimeit of 
running one of these daughters on year test. The daugh- 
ter selected was O. K. L. Pearl Tula, the 21-lb. two-year 
old, who finished her year with 907 Ibs. butter from 19,319 
Ibs. milk, also making an eight-months-after-calving rec 
ord of nearly 20 Ibs. 

Meanwhile, Mr. Schmid had started several other daugh- 
ters on year test and was so pleased with their work that 
he bought every one of the O. K. L. daughters that he 
could find. Mr. Schmid’s son, Carl J., then just out 
college, took active charge of the herd and began putting 
vear records on every O. K. L. daughter. 

We now come to the second phase in the development 
of Ormsby Korndyke Lad, during which nis daughters

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Thanksgiving 

HERE is much for Holstein breeders to be thankful 
. for as this Thanksgiving season approaches. 

First and foremost, we would mention the Holstein 
cow herself. Unmoved by politicians, slanderers, litiga- 
tion, or depression, she continues the even tenure of her 
way, setting up new standards of production, and doing 
her best day by day to bring prosperity to those who have 
put their faith in her. 

There are other things for Holstein breeders to be 
thankful for also. Of these, not the least is the splendid 
showing that breeders have made in keeping up and con- 
tinuing their official and semi-official test work. As Presi- 
dent Lowden has put it, this is the most hopeful sign for 
the future. We need more test work; it is important from 
the standpoint of bringing out and developing the best in 
our breed, making possible intelligent and construetive 
progress through breeding and forms the groundwork and 
basis for the extension of the Holstein idea. 

We should be thankful that our breeders generally are 
getting their feet on the ground; that they are getting 
away from fads and fancies which in the past have lead 
them on a wild goose chase after records or remote rela- 
tionship to popular families, or some feature of conforma- 
tion alone. The breeder of today is striving for the strong- 
est combination of type, conformation, and bloodlines 
which have proven their ability to produce and reproduce. 

We may be thankful further that the whole industry is 
on a more practical basis. Breeders are coming to realize 
as never before the importance of the product of the Hol- 
stein cow. They are ceasing to regard milk merely as a 
by-product of little importance and are coming to realize 
that if they would breed animals which will be satisfac- 
tory to the rank and file of breeders and dairymen, they 
must not disregard the question of every-day production. 
The logical result will be a greater support of every-day 
records in our purebred Holstein herds and greater par- 
ticipation in the local cow testing association activities. 
This will mean much to the future development of the 
breed. 

We can be thankful too if we are taking advantage of 
the present situation to cull out the drones and misfits 
from our herds and replace them with such desirable ani- 
mals as may be needed at current prices and if we have 
taken advantage of the narrow spread between the prices 
allowed for tuberculosis indemnity and market prices for 
Holsteins to make a thorough clean-up in our own herd. 

So far as our National Association is concerned, there 
are many things for which we can be thankful at this time, 
but most of all, we should be thankful for the high calibre 
of the men who are steering the Holstein Ship—the men 
who have listened to the call of service in behalf of the 
Holstein industry. They have given more time, and 
thought, and energy to finding the right solutions for the 
problems of the industry than most of us will ever know 
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Solving the Dairy Problem 


66 OUBLE the income of the dairyman,” says Vice. 
D President John M. Kelley, “and you won't heed to 
argue with him about better sires anq better 
stock.” Kelley maintains that the trouble with the dairy 
business is not the scrub sire or too low production and 
he very ably develops the argument that the solution of 
the problems lies in organization and advertising. 

His proposition is based fundamentally on the law of 
supply and demand and he proposes to double and treble 
the demand through accredited advertising. Kelley woula 
apply to the dairy industry the same principles of market. 
ing and organization that have made millions for (Co¢o. 
Cola, Standard Oil, Wrigley’s Gum, O‘Sullivan’s Heels 
and various tobacco companies. He shows where the na- 
tural advantages are all in favor of the dairy industry, He 
shows how the packer without the aid and protection of 
favorable legislation, without the good will of the public 
and unaided by grants of public money for institutions 
working in his behalf, has been able to take an inferior 
substitute and advertise it over the heads of the dairymen 
and onto the tables of the consuming public. 

And then, he goes on to show how the dairy industry 
can get all of these benefits through advertising if the 
dairymen themselves will get unitedly back of the project 
and demonstrates that the entire cost of putting on 
the most extensive and effective advertising campaign 
ever devised could be defrayed by the simple process of 
devoting a day’s production of milk twice a year to this 
cause. He estimates that this amount would bring in the 
sum of $14,000,000 annually. 

The problem, of course, is to get the dairy industry 
united on the proposition. Wisconsin, thinks Kelley, is 
approaching the point where they may make a start along 
this line and it will require only a few demonstrations of 
successful results to make the idea spread like wildfire. 
The dairymen as a class, we believe, are in a frame of 
mind where they will get behind a movement which has 
a fair prospect of success. Many of them are desperate 
over the present situation and realize that something 
different and something drastic needs to be done in order 
to put the industry on a paying basis. The Holstein-Frie- 
sian industry should feel proud that it is so ably repre- 
sented in the forefront of a movement which holds such 
far reaching results for every dairyman.

Watertown 





HE Forty-sixth Annual Meeting 
T of the New York State Dairy- 

men’s Association was held in 
Watertown, New York, November 14, 
15 and 16. It was undoubtedly the 
best and most profitable convention 
of the association of any in recent 
years. A well-rounded program cul- 
minated on the last day in a confer- 
ence on marketing problems’ with 
particular reference to the work of 
the Dairymen’s League. Some of 
these problems, from the standpoint 
of the League, were presented by 
Director Paul Smith, and Treasurer 
B. W. Kilpatrick. In order to bring 
concrete results from the discussion, 
a committe of 12 from the five coun- 
ties of the North Country was elected 
by the meeting to study the problem 
of marketing the milk in this district, 
with particular reference to the pool- 
ing plan. Whether definite results 
will come from the work of this com- 
mittee er not, it was felt that the 
discussion and meeting was very 
much worth while from the stand- 
point of bringing together the discor- 
dant and warring elements among the

The Banquet 


A fitting conclusion for a splendid 
convention was the banquet held 08 
Thursday evening. Harold Ri 
son, an ex-president of the 
tion, acted as Toastmaster. Deal H. 
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ith his rich fund of homely 
oe poke briefly under the head- 
ing of “New Reminiscences,” in which 
he called attention to ‘the signifi- 
ance of that afternoon In getting to- 
2 ol the conflicting elements 
aoc the dairymen. Mayor Cahill, 
* a few well chosen remarks, bid the 
convention Godspeed and Speaker H. 
E. Machold, of the State Assembly, 
sounded a message of hope as to the 
future prosperity of the farmer. He 
called attention to the fact that his- 
tory shows that whenever farmers 
organizations in the past have fallen 
into segregated groups, they soon dis- 
panded and accomplished nothing. 
The thought is rather pertinent to- 
ay. 
. The principal speaker was John M. 
Kelley, vice-president of the Holstein- 
Friesian Association of America. Mr. 
Kelley held his audience spell-bound 
during his hour and a half discourse 
on the things that are fundamentally 
wrong with the dairy industry and 
the remedies needed. Mr. Kelley 
demonstrated that something was 
fundamentally wrong in the dairy sit- 
uation when the dairymen failed so 
generally to prosper. He painted the 
magnitude of the problem in his usual 
graphic style. Among many striking 
statements made by the speaker, was 
one that every 40 hours, New York 
State Dairymen produced $1,000,000 
worth of dairy products; that New 
York State dairy cows produce every 
year enough milk to extend in quart 
bottles side by side from the earth to 
the moon or eight times around the 
earth. He mentioned that New York 
has one-fifth of all the purebred Hol- 
steins and one-eighth of all the pure- 
bred dairy cattle in the United 
States; that you could put all the liv- 
ing purebred dairy animals in the 
United States in 12 counties in New 
York without increasing the present 
number of cows. He stated that 
purebred sires, better cows, while 
common sense and good doctrine, do 
not provide the solution of the prob- 
lem. He showed that the develop. 
ment of the dairy business has been 
one-sided, being largely along the line 
of increased production with little at- 
tention to intelligent marketing. 
The real solution lies in advertis- 
ing and organization. He cited nu- 
merous instances and examples of 
successful merchandising, and showed 
how the same argument could double 
and treble the demand for milk and 
all dairy products. The financing of 
an adequate advertising campaign 
could easily be taken care of, accord- 
ing to Mr. Kelley, if two days a year 
were assigned to the cause of organi- 
zation and advertising and the milk 
produced that day be donated to this 
cause. ' This two-days production in

day’s work, with the midnight milking about four hours away, 
and composing an eight-page letter, telling all about the bull?

THE PACE 


Iowa boys and girls in dairy calf 
clubs got their first recognition at 
the Dairy Cattle Contests at Water- 
loo this year and they took advantage 
of that recognition in pretty good 
shape. There were a total of 47 calf 
club heifers on exhibit and of this 
number, 29 were Holsteins. 


The 29 Holstein heifers came from 
the clubs of Linn, Fayette, Black 
Hawk and Dubuque counties and were 
vearling and under one year. In the 
classification for yearlings, 21 were 
shown which was the largest calf 
club class at the Dairy Cattle Con- 
gress. This class was swelled some- 
what by the entrance of the 12 heif- 
ers from Black Hawk county. Nearly 
all of the boys were on hand to show 
their heifers and many of the boys 
had a knack of straightening out the 
top-lines and getting their heifers 
posed that would have shown their 
dads up pretty badly. 


Dubuque county led the yearling 
class with the first two heifers, being 
owned by Joseph Luchsinger, Du- 
buque, and Loreta Quade, Dubuque. In 
third place stood Richard Hanson of 
Oelwein, Fayette county. Eighteen 
moneys were offered in this division, 
so most of the youngsters carried 
off a prize and the winners were very 
worthy individuals. The Dubuque 
county heifers which lead the class, 
were bred and sold by our Wisconsin 
neighbors to the calf club boys. 

In the class for heifers under one 
vear of age, May Gilley, Maynard, 
Fayette county was the fortunate 
winner among the eight entries. May 
is the only girl member in the dairy 
calf clubs of Fayette county, but she 
has a heifer that is outstanuing.

were really given an opportunity to make records. Of 
the twenty-odd daughters which Mr. Schmidt was able 
to secure, including two or three bred at Beaver Dam, 
fifteen made records above 1000 lbs., three others having 
840 lbs. on two quarters, 807 lbs. and 673 lbs. in 350 days 
at two years old respectively. The eighteen averaged 1080 
lbs. butter from about 24,900 lbs. milk. Among the number 
we might mention O. K. L. Pearl Tula, already spoken 
of as his first daughter to make a year record, who broke 
the New York state butter record with 1366.75 lbs. An- 
other daughter, O. K. L. Albina, after breaking the world’s 
record for two-year-olds in the eight months after calving 
division, and seriously threatening the record in the semi- 
official division, came back again at maturity with the 
New York state milk championship producing 30,121.7 
lbs. She was the second 30,000-lb. daughter of her sire, 
the other being O. K. L. Andire Posch, giving to Ormsby 
Korndyke Lad the honor of being the first sire with two 
30,000-lb. daughters. ‘ 

Ormsby Korndyke Lad was not only the first sire with 
two 30,000-lb. daughters, but he is the only sire with four 
daughters above 28,000 lbs., five above 27,000 lbs., eight 
above 25,000 lbs. or fifteen above 22,000 lbs. In regard to 
milk production, he has a higher average than any other 
sire for any number of daughters from five to eighteen. 

His fifteen 1000-lb. daughters all have remarkably 
well balanced records as regards milk and butter pro- 
duction, the fifteen showing an average per cent for the 
year of 3.5. None of them show a higher average than 
4 per cent for the entire year and none of them drop be- 
low 3.28 per cent, the big majority ranging from 3.3 to 
3.6 per cent. Two of the O. K. L. daughters are 1000-lb. re- 
peaters. Beaver Dam Rosie, a 1000-lb. senior two-year- 
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old, raised her figures slightly as a junior fon.

For a time 
she stood as a world’s champion of her class for milk 
and for milk and butter combined. 

Quite a number of the 1000-lb. daughters of Ormsby 
Korndyke Lad have freshened again and after making 
in many cases 30-lb. records and better, are now doing 
well on year test. It is the policy of Beaver Dam, hoy. 
ever, not to advertise their records until they are finished 
so we will postpone the discussion of these records untij 
such time as the announcement may come from head. 
quarters. 


The third phase in the life of Ormsby Korndyke Lag 
really started when his owners discovered that in him 
they had one of the great sires of the breed. He was, 
of course, immediately put into heavy service, and the 
first daughters from this period of service are now get- 
ting well started on their year work. There are in aij 
nearly forty of them in the herd, ranging in age from 
unbred calves and yearlings to two-year-olds. Many of 
the ten or twelve that have already freshened made two. 
year-old records above 20 lIbs., although it is not the 
policy at Beaver Dam to fit the cows for short-time rec. 
ords or to force them unduly during the first months of 
the test. We are not at liberty to make any prognostica- 
tions as to how these heifers will finish, but one can get a 
pretty fair idea just by looking them over and noting 
their great apparent capacity.

ERADICATION 


Minnesota, third in rank as a dairy 
state, has now definitely taken up the 
area plan for the eradication of bo- 
vine tuberculosis. Counties, state, 
and the United States Department of 
Agriculture are to cooperate in carry- 
ing on the work. Some time ago a 
committee of breeders was appointed 
by the state livestock sanitary board 
to investigate plans for continuing 
the fight against the disease. Re- 
cently the committee met with the 
sanitary board and a resolution was 
unanimously adopted asking the leg- 
islature for $120,000 for area work for 
two years, the work to be carried on 


per annum for two years for accred- 
ited-herd work. The plan is approved 
by the state veterinarian. 

According to the plans laid out it is 
proposed that the counties pay for the 
testing of cattle at the rate of 25 
cents a head. The fund resulting 
from this charge will be used to pay 
the inspectors, local, state and fed- 
eral, who are assigned to the work. 
Indemnities will be paid in the regu- 
lar way. 

The three big dairy states—Wis- 
consin, New York and Minnesota— 
are now all taking up area_ work,

close to town, and kept up during 


severe weather. 

The farm land in this section is 
very productive. Abundance of pas- 
ture is available during the open 
weather. Crops of small grain are 
grown successfully. The silos are 
filled with a wild grass which grows 
in bunches eight and nine feet tall, 
on the surrounding beaches. Cattle 
are very fond of this grass as silage 
and when supplemented with a well 
balanced ration of concentrates and 
alfalfa hay, which is shipped in from 
the state of Washington, maintain 
production in keeping with other 
dairying sections of the states. There 
are two smaller herds o: dairy cattle 
supplying milk to this plant. These 
herds are located close to town and 
their milk is delivered to the plant 
each morning. 

As all of this product is sold in its 
raw state, action was taken for the 
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eradication of tuberculosis some 
three years ago. Dr. Parker tested 
the entire herd at the Kodiak Station 
for tuberculosis and had the animals 
showing clinical symptoms slaughtered. 
Those which reacted but showed no 
other symptoms of disease were 
isolated and experimented with, to 
determine whether healthy calves 
could be reared from them. 

When tuberculosis was found to 
prevail in several of the herds, scat- 
tered throughout the territory, his 
services were loaned to the territorial 
authorities, and he was sent from 
place to place to test cattle, and 
supervised the slaughtering of con- 
demned animals. Out of 409 animals 
tested by him at Fairbanks, Cordova, 
Valdez, Juneau, Sitka, Douglas, 
Petersburg, Wrangell, Ketchikan, 
Skagway, Seward, Anchorage and 
Matanuska Valley, Kodiak, Kodiak 
Station, Wood Island, English Bay, 
Qu‘zanka and Larson Island, 103 ani- 
mals were condemned, showing that 
25% of the animals in the places men- 


tioned were infected with tubercu- 
losis. The work nad to cease, how- 
ever, on account of the inability of 


the territory to met the expense, and 
the inaccessibility of many places.

IMPLEMENT MANUFACTURER 
RECOGNIZES WAUKESHA 
COUNTY 


Waukesha County’s supremacy in 
the dairy world and particularly in 
the Holstein world, has been most 
interestingly expounded in the Octo- 
ber-November of the Nose Bag, a 
house organ issued by the Allis-Chal- 
mers Company, of Milwaukee. There 
are 32 pages devoted to Waukesha 
County’s purebred dairy herds, writ- 
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ten by F. Hal Higgins, of the Na- 
tional Institute of Progressive Farm- 
ing, Chicago. 

“Always Waukesha County was an 
inspiration,” writes Higgins. “It was 
at least two or three jumps ahead of 
the country and going strong. All 
the progressive ideas one hears of 
in other parts of the country as be- 
ing planned are already being 
worked out in Waukesha County. 
Their dreams have come true and 
are developing into still more pros- 
perous fairy tales. 

“Back in 1907, breeders of Holstein- 
Friesian cattle in Waukesha County 
got together and formed the Wau- 
kesha County Holstein Breeders’ As- 
sociation. There were 26 men in that 
little band of cow milkers at that 
time, though now close to 200 belong 
to the same organization, and some 
60,000 head of cattle testify to the 
value of neighbors working together 
with a common end in view. Over 
500 farmers are now using purebred 
bulls of the popular Dutch breed and 
over 1000 purebred bulls of the breed 
are at work in the county. 

“Pioneer Stephen Baird, now run- 
ning for state senator because the 
cow county practically drafted him 
as their spokesman to go up to the 
capitol at Madison and give the great- 
est cow county adequate representa- 
tion, was one of the men who 
started the ball rolling along the 
milky way, to spill a lacteal meta- 
phor. Mr. Baird built his first silo 
in 1890, it being one of the first half 
dozen in a county that now has 
around 2,000 of them to store up win- 
ter feed and hold up the milk and 
butterfat flow. 


“When that association was

Making the shells of eggs thick and 
hard is a trick of the trade, says the 
scientific American, that is known to 
many poultry men. Mix lime and 
water as for whitewash, and drain off 
the liquid. Use the water for several 
days in the wet mash that you feed to 
the poultry in the proportions of about 
a quart of liquid to one hundred hens. 
Lime is the principal element in the 
egg-shell and the lime water supplies 
it in concentrated form. The eggs 
will be so hard that you can pour 
them from the basket and not break. 
Of course, at the hatching season, 
shells of only medium thickness are 
desirable.

Something of the scope of the pro- 
gram now being shaped up for the 
World’s Dairy Congress next year is 
indicated by the following summary 
of addresses delivered during the Nat- 
ional Dairy Show week by President 
H. E. Van Norman, of the World’s 
Dairy Congress Association. 


The World’s Dairy Congress was 
conceived in the spirit of give and 
take, in the spirit of willingness to 
exchange the newer knowledge inter- 
nationally that has appeared in the 
last few years. It was conceived in‘ 
the realization that progress is al- 
ways in advance of the printed rec- 
ord and that, if we are to learn of the 
newest developments in any or many 
branches among the multiplicity of 
activities which relate to the Lreed- 
ing of the dairy cow and the manu- 
facture and distribution of her prod- 
ucts for the use of man, we must 
bring together for personal reports 
those progressive, constructive men 
and women who have done the new 
things. ; 

Unsolved, perplexing problems con- 
front many branches of the dairy 
science and industry. Progress in 
the solution of these questions can be 
made by discussion and the exchange 
of ideas among those who are seek- 
ing to solve them. But we must limit 
our. discussions. The Program Com-

to those questions which are of im- 
portance to several or all nations and 
particularly interest the following 
groups of individuals: 


i—Research and Education. 
For teachers, investigators, en- 
gineers, officials and other tech- 
nical men interested in the so- 
lution of dairy problems.

For men engaged in the _ busi- 
ness of production, manufacture, 
exportation, importation, — stor- 
age and distribution of dairy an- 
imals, products and equipment. 


I1l—Regulation and Control. 
For national, state, municipal 
and private officials concerned 
with standards, sanitation and 
disease control. 


1V—National Health. 
For health and nutrition work- 
ers, philanthropists, welfare 
workers and students of the in- 
fluence of diet on the health and 
vigor of the nation.

After 
the War of 1812 and the Civil War 
it took prices thirty years to drop 
to normal. The low point of prices 
occurs, roughly, every fifty years. 
The last low point was 1896. By pre- 
cedent, prices of 1896 may repeat in 
1946. We might add that this rule 
in no way apparently applies to the 
farmer. His prices have dropped and 
dropped until they are already com- 
pletely broken.
